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Plan to protect town from over development 


TOWN councillors are to forge ahead with 
ambitious plans to protect Honiton from exces¬ 
sive development. 

East Devon District Council bosses are responsible 
for major planning decisions affecting the town, but 
their approach has come under criticism in recent 
months. 

And Honiton’s town council representatives have 
opted to try and take back an element of control in the 
process by beginning work on a challenging new proj¬ 
ect. 

Councillors aim to produce a detailed ‘Neighbour¬ 
hood Plan’ document, identifying areas in the town 
they think should be kept off-limits to developers. 

The innovative scheme, introduced in 2011, is de¬ 
signed to give communities more say in the develop¬ 
ment of their area. 
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And following a lengthy process, including exten¬ 
sive consultation with residents, the finished plan 
would become a statutory document. 

Town councillors would not have the power to pick 
and choose particular planning applications, but their 
vision for the future development of the area would 
be given significant consideration in the planning 
process. 

And Councillor Roy Coombs warned that the proj¬ 
ect could prove significant in preventing a “free-for- 
all” for developers, as delays to the district council’s 
overarching Local Plan continue. 

In recent months councillors have been presented 


with a series of applications for sizeable develop¬ 
ments in the town, including proposals for 150 new 
homes at Ottery Moor Lane and a 66-bedroom Pre¬ 
mier Inn hotel at the Turk’s Head junction. 

Lurther plans for up to 300 houses on land west of 
Hayne Lane on the edge of Honiton are also set to be 
approved by the Secretary of State for Communities 
and Local Government, after months of wrangling. 

Members unanimously voted to pursue the Neigh¬ 
bourhood Plan project at a recent meeting, after the 
chairman of the council’s planning committee - 
Deputy Mayor Councillor John Zarczynski - made 
the case. 

He said: “We cannot stop development. That is 
going to happen and will keep on happening. But we 
can influence the process. If we say nothing and do 
nothing, we will end up with whatever developers

throw at us. There is a need to have this plan.” 

Town and parish councils elsewhere in East Devon 
are also considering moving forward with Neighbour¬ 
hood Plans for their area. 

Planning experts would work with the council to 
produce drafts of the document over a period that 
could last between 18 months and two years. 

Any decisions would have to be approved by resi¬ 
dents during consultation events and open days, and 
the scheme is intended to be community-led. 

It is not yet known what the project would cost, but 
other Neighbourhood Plans have run into the tens of 
thousands of pounds. 

Councillor Zarczynski added: “It will be time-con¬ 
suming but there is funding available. This is some¬ 
thing that we need to pursue.”

Public meeting to 
save hospital beds 


AXMINSTER Hospital League of Friends (LoF) 
has issued a rallying cry and called a public 
meeting in a bid to reverse the in-patient bed clo¬ 
sure proposal for Axminster Hospital. 

Last Thursday’s NHS Northern Eastern and 
Western Devon Clinical Commissioning Group 
(NEW CCG) announcement confirmed fears that 
Axminster Hospital in-beds were on a hit list. 

Axminster Hospital LoF’s offer to NEW CCG of 
up to £300,000 over three years to keep the in¬ 
patient beds open did not have the desired effect 
and has not been met with an official response. 

But the League of Friends has not given up. 

After Thursday’s announcement, they called an 
emergency meeting the following day when it 
was decided to hold a public meeting at 4pm on 
Saturday, October 4th in Axminster Guildhall to 
which all are invited. 

LoF member Mervyn Symes said the public 
meeting had been called to discuss the best way 
forward to retain the in-patient beds. 

He explained: “We need the input of the com¬ 
munity, and the support of the community. 

“We are trying to convince NEW CCG they made 
the wrong decision.” 

When asked why it had not accepted the LoF 
offer, a NEW CCG spokesperson said: “We can 
confirm that we have received a letter which we 
believe is from Axminster [Hospital] League of 
Friends. 

“Unfortunately, the letter is unsigned so we just 
need to establish who it has come from before we 
can receive it as official feedback. 

“The purpose of this 12-week period of involve¬ 
ment and consultation is to hear proposals, so we 
welcome all feedback.” 

The statement indicates that the LoF offer may 
not have been flatly refused, and could possibly 
have some bearing on the final decision. 


SO the fight is on to save the in-patient beds at 
Axminster and Ottery St Mary hospitals. 
Axminster knew what was coming (all ten 
beds to close) but it came as a real shock to Ot¬ 
tery where it was expected that some beds 
would remain. 

I understand that in the end it was a straight 
fight between Seaton and Axminster. Health 
officials finally came down on the side of 
Seaton because it has more elderly people 
than Axminster. 

The offer from Axminster Hospital League of 
Friends to provide £300,000 over three years 
to keep their wards open has not been met 
with an official response, other than the rather 
pathetic excuse that the letter from the 
League of Friends was unsigned. 

The League of Friends called an emergency 
meeting on Friday morning and decided to 
hold a public meeting on Saturday, October 4th 
to which NHS officials will be invited to explain 
why Axminster was singled out for the closure 
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sport minded there is 
basically nothing for 
them to do.” 

Councillor Woodman 
recalled that a young 
man stood up at the 
annual meeting and 
spoke well about how 
all his friends were 
leaving the town 
through lack of em¬ 
ployment and housing. 

“We have to do 
something to stem 
that flow,” he contin¬ 
ued. 

“These young people 
are the future of our 
town unless we want 
to become God’s wait¬ 


ing room. 

“Having no enter¬ 
tainment can also 
make that situation 
worse and it is equally 
bad for the town’s 
image with visitors 
when they get here to 
find there is nothing 
for young people.” 

And he concluded: 
“We have to listen to 
our young people or 
ignore them at our 
peril. They are the fu¬ 
ture of Seaton.” 


of all in-patient beds. 

Public bodies are duty bound these days to con¬ 
sult with residents but the fear is that the NHS 
officials will just be going through the motions 
and that the decision has been made. 

Axminster Mayor Jeremy Walden hopes this is 
not the case. He fired off a two-page letter to the 
NHS last week pointing out that they should have 
taken into consideration the rapid expansion that 
Axminster faces in years to come. 

The medical profession in Axminster fear that 
once the beds are closed they will never re-open 
and that other facilities at the hospital, such as 
the X-ray department, could follow suit. 

One thing is for sure: the NHS officials who at¬ 
tend the public meeting on October 4th will not 
get an easy ride.

SEATON town councilors have been urged to do 
more for the youth of the town - and not to allow 
the resort to become “God’s waiting room!” 

An impassioned plea for the town council to do 
more for the youth of Seaton was made at last 
week’s meeting by Councillor Tony Woodman, 
who called for the setting up of a working party 
to consult with the town’s young people. 

Councillor Woodman said he was raising the 
matter due to the imminent closure of The Grove 
nightclub - “the last remaining entertainment 
centre for the young people of our town”. 

Councillor Woodman told the meeting: “Much 
is organised in Seaton for children and the older 
generation but it seems to me the youth of this 
town have had a raw deal for many years, partic¬ 
ularly since the loss of their youth club. Quite

SIDMOUTH Victoria Hospital is set to lose its 
minor injuries unit, under the latest NHS propos¬ 
als for the future of community care in the town. 

The Northern Eastern and Western Devon Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Group (NEW Devon CCG), 
which oversees health care provision in the area, 
unveiled its plans on Wednesday for the future of 
community services across the Wakley sub-lo¬ 
cality’s five hospitals. 

The cost-cutting measures are designed to 
maximise efficiency across the area, with hospi¬ 
tals in Axminster, Seaton, Honiton and Ottery St 
Mary also affected. 

All in-patient beds at Sidmouth will remain in 
place and some will be reallocated to the hospital 
in the short term. 

But the minor injuries unit, along with the 
emergency facility at Ottery, will be cut, leaving 
Honiton as the locality's only remaining unit. 

But the CCG has also indicated its intentions to 
reduce the number of beds across all the hospi¬ 
tals in the long-term, as it moves closer towards 
a ‘hospital at home’ model. 

The plans are now open to a 12-week consulta¬ 
tion period. 


ALL in-patient beds and the minor injuries unit 
at Ottery St Mary Hospital are set to be closed, 
confirming residents’ worst fears about the fu¬ 
ture of community care in the town. 

The Northern Eastern and Western Devon Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Group (NEW Devon CCG) un¬ 
veiled its proposals for community services 
across the Wakley sub-locality's five hospitals on 
Wednesday. 

Ff the plans are approved later this autumn, Ot¬ 
tery will also lose its in-patient beds and minor 
injuries unit, with services focused on the CCG’s 
remaining hospitals in Honiton, Seaton and Sid¬ 
mouth. 

Devon County Councillor for Ottery Claire 
Wright, who is also a member of the council’s 
health and wellbeing scrutiny committee, said 
she was “horrified” by the plans. 

She added: “I had assumed there would be 
some proposals for bed losses but am horrified 
that all that Ottery will have left is an empty 
building, with a vague promise of it becoming a 
health and wellbeing ‘hub’. 

There has been widespread concern about what 
services will continue to be provided at Ottery 
Hospital, as the CCG moves further towards its 
‘hospital at home’ model.

Honiton hospital escapes 
impact of service review 


HONITON Hospital will retain all 
its in-patient beds and minor in¬ 
juries unit, despite NHS plans to 
cut costs across East Devon. 

The Northern Eastern and 
Western Devon Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (NEW Devon CCG), 
which oversees heath care pro¬ 
vision in the area, unveiled its 
proposals on Wednesday for the 
future of community services 
across the locality's five hospi¬ 
tals. 

And if approved later in the au¬ 
tumn, the plans will secure serv¬ 
ices in Honiton at least for the 
time being. 

In-patient beds are to be with¬ 
drawn from Axminster and Ot- 
tery St Mary hospitals, and 
reallocated to facilities in Honiton, 
Seaton and Sidmouth instead. 

Existing minor injuries units at 
Ottery and Sidmouth would also 
be withdrawn under the propos¬ 
als, with the facility at Honiton 
becoming the sub-locality's only 
remaining unit. 

The CCG has also indicated its 
intentions to reduce the number 
of beds across all the hospitals in 
the long-term, as it moves closer 
towards a ‘hospital at home' 
model.

Dr David Jenner, chairman of 
the Eastern Locality of NEW 
Devon CCG, said the proposals 
had been designed to ensure 
community health services are 
sustainable for the future. 

He said: “The passion and inter¬ 
est shown in community serv¬ 
ices from our local communities 
over the past year has been fan¬ 
tastic.

In response to the news, the

And concerned Honiton resi¬ 
dents had also been on standby 
ahead of the release of the CCG's 
proposals, with fears that beds 


could be lost at Honiton as well. 

Heather Penwarden, chairman 
of the Honiton Hospital League 
of Friends, said she sympathised 
with the situation facing similar 
groups in both Axminster and 
Ottery and encouraged residents 
to engage in a 12-week consul¬ 
tation process, which includes a 
public meeting at Mackarness 
Hall on Wednesday, October 15th 
at 6pm. 

She said: “We are aware that a 
great deal of work and consulta¬ 
tion has gone into the creating of 
these proposals. 

“At this stage it looks like Honi¬ 
ton will carry on much the same, 
holding onto our medical beds 
and emergency medical unit. 

“We now enter into a 12-week 
public consultation period with a 
series of open sessions to meet 
with members of NEW Devon 
CCG. 

“I would urge anyone who 
would like to ask questions or 
have a say about the proposals 
to join us at this meeting where 
hopefully we can all engage in a 
full and open discussion about 
the future of the community 
health care services that are so 
vital to us all in Honiton."

New hope for road

Calls for the road - dubbed the ‘Holiday High¬ 
way’ - to be expanded go back more than 20 years 
but have been held up by opposition campaigners 
who say dualling the route will spoil the surround¬ 
ing countryside. 

Highways bosses at Devon County Council, 
along with partner organisations, have been work¬ 
ing on plans to improve the road between Honiton 
and Broadway. 

And the progress of their study was set out in a 
series of public exhibitions earlier this summer. 

Ahead of the statement, Councillor Diviani said 
he was now “hopeful” that the project would be 
given the green light. 

Reporting at a recent town council meeting, he 


said: “We are expecting to hear about funding for 
the A30/A303 project in the autumn statement and 
hopefully the government will say ‘yes’. 

“The plans have been drawn up and went out for 
consultation, and what a very good job Devon 
County Council has done. Hopefully this will 
come through very quickly.”

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Milestone moment gives lift to transport charity 


CHARITY leaders at Honiton's 
treasured community trans¬ 
port service, TRIP, have paid 
tribute to the invaluable work 
of volunteer drivers, as the or¬ 
ganisation passed a major 
milestone this week.

And after passing the land¬ 
mark figure, TRIP Manager Neil 
Hurlock said the survival of 
the organisation was down to 
the hard work and dedication 
of its staff members and vol¬ 
unteer drivers, as well as gen¬ 
erous donations from mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

He said: “We run as tight a 
ship as possible and provide 
the best service we can for the 
people in the area who, with¬ 
out us, would not get out. We 
are here to keep the wheels 
turning on the vehicles but not 
to make a profit. We are here to 
look after the community." 


One member of the public 
recently donated a Renault 
Kayoo for the organisation to 
use alongside its mini-bus 
service. 

And the support of local 
people has enabled TRIP to 
continue providing regular 
shopping trips, hospital trans¬ 
port and days out for resi¬ 
dents. 

Mr Hurlock, who has over¬ 
seen a huge reduction in the 
organisation's reliance on 
grant funding during his time 
at the helm, said the Honiton 
area could now claim to be one 
of the best served areas for 
‘ring and ride' services in the 
South West, but is still in need 


of at least two extra volunteer 
drivers. 

He added: “We are always 
grateful for donations and 
even if it is just 5p, that is 5p 
less for us to worry about. 

“Our whole ethos is: do not 
look for problems, solve them. 
It is all about breaking down 
isolation - to give people a life 
outside of their own homes. 

“A lot of people keep in touch 
with old friends and make new 
ones through TRIP, which un¬ 
derlines just how important 
the service really is. 

“TTiere are an awful lot of 
people who could use us but 
do not. TTie message is simple: 
we are here, use us."

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Tributes paid to D-Day veteran George

D-DAY veteran George 
Hookings was given an 
emotional farewell at 
Beer Congregational 
Church last week (Sep¬ 
tember 22nd). 

Mr Hookings, who had 
celebrated his 90th 
birthday last month and 
recently took part in the 
hugely successful World 
War I commemorations 
in Beer, died peacefully 
last week after being 
taken to the Royal 
Devon & Exeter Hospi¬ 
tal. 

His daughter, Sarah 
Leighton-Fry, said: “Dad 
wanted to make it to his 
90th birthday and he 
was really pleased to do 
that. He lived a very full 
life.” 

Born and bred in Beer, 
Hookings went to the 
local primary school and 
then Colyton Grammar 
before enlisting into the 
British Army as a 16- 
year-old in 1940 - 

which was two years 
under the minimum 
limit. 

Initially Hookings 
joined the Devon & 
Dorset Regiment but 
was transferred - along 
with several other men 
from the regiment - to 
the Black Watch after 
they suffered heavy 
losses fighting in North 
Africa. 


When recently inter¬ 
viewed by Pul man's 
View on the 70th an¬ 
niversary of the D-Day 
Landings Hookings 
modestly recalled 
those momentous days 
in the nation’s history. 

“I was in the first boat 
on our beach but was I 
frightened? - not in the 
least,” said George, 
who was just 19 at the 
time. 

“You didn’t think 
about it. You just did 
your job. 

“Of course, being shot 
at and shelled made 
you aware of your own 
mortality and the awful 
things you saw stay 
with you throughout 
your life.” 

After the end of the 
war George returned to 
Beer and completed his 
teacher training at Ex¬ 
eter College and later 
worked as Headmaster 
at Neston Primary 
School, Wiltshire. 

When his first wife 
Mary died, George 
moved back to the sea¬ 
side village and married 
childhood sweetheart 
Madge who was in his 
class at school. 

“My life had gone full 
circle and what a lucky 


life I had,” explained 
George in that earlier 
interview. 

“I will never forget my 
war experience but it 
would have been nice 
just to have been a 
teacher all my life.” 


He spent some time in 
a care home before re¬ 
turning home to Beer 
as he moved in with his 
daughter and son-in- 
law Matthew. 

He leaves behind a 
second daughter, Jen¬ 
nifer Jones, four grand¬ 
children and five great 
grandchildren.

Council promise on pavement repair 


A SEATON resident’s attempts 
to have a pavement maintained 
appears to have had some suc¬ 
cess. 

Pulman’s View recently re¬ 
ported that Sid Pember had 
drawn a blank in his attempts to 
have a stretch of pavement along 
Valley View seen to by Devon 
County Council (DCC). 

Mr Pember said at the time: “I 
have noticed a vast deterioration 
of the surface on a section of 
pavement, approximately 50 
metres in length, that lies be¬ 
tween entrances to Seaton Pri¬ 


mary School and the busy site 
that includes the doctors’ sur¬ 
gery and Lloyd’s chemist.” 

The county council said: 
“There are currently no defects 
present that would be classified 
as a safety hazard and necessi¬ 
tate immediate intervention.” 

The officer in question added 
that work will be carried out at 
some point, but could not say 
when. But Mr Pember has since 
received assurances that the 
problem will be dealt with 
within this financial year. 

Seaton county councillor Jim 


Knight has written to Mr Pem¬ 
ber, telling him: “This is one of 
several sites awaiting repair and 
will be completed this financial 
year.” 

Mr Pember was relatively 
happy, and told Pulman’s View: 
“I feel more confident after re¬ 
ceiving this letter from council¬ 
lor Jim Knight, and have 
thanked him for his involvement 
with the problem, 

“The only concern is that we 
do not have a severe winter set¬ 
ting in before the surface has 
been repaired.”

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F OR one day every year the village of Colyford steps 
back to medieval times, everybody dresses up in the 
fashions of the Middle Ages and hundreds of people 
travel from miles around to come to look at what on Earth 


is going on. 

It is like a scene out of Chaucer. There’s archery and fal¬ 
conry and shows of thatching and bodging [that’s wood¬ 
turning using green, unseasoned wood]. Medieval music 
played on traditional instruments echoes through the lanes 
and the locals gather to perform a humorous Mummers Play. 

And just like it would be here several hundred years ago, 
stalls sell honey, pottery, leather goods and beer and queue 
for the ram-roast. 

What is it? It’s the Colyford Goose Fayre, a fine revival 
of old England and the continuing of a tradition that goes 
all the way back to 1208. 

It was then that King John granted Colyford a charter to 
hold a goose fair, originally a market for selling livestock 
which developed into a day or so of merry-making. 

Goose fairs are always held in the autumn. In Colyford, 
the fayre is traditionally staged on the last Saturday closest 


to Michaelmas - September 27th this year, as Michaelmas 
falls on September 29th. 

Why September? The breeding season for geese is Feb¬ 
ruary to March, meaning that by September the young geese 
were at their prime and ready to be got to market. There 
being no tram in Pliny’s or King John’s day, the poulters 
would simply walk them to the fair. 

This was no easy task. Besides the fact that there could be 
many geese to walk on - at one Nottingham fair, 20,000 
geese were recorded strolling into the city - in medieval 
times a goose fair could be leagues away, records of the time 
show that geese were frequently walked from Norfolk to 
London, a sore-making foot trip of more than 80 miles. 

For the poor old goose, such a long march was hard on 
the feet and many would become injured. So they made 
them shoes, little tar shoes. I am not making this up. The 
poulters would ‘shoe a goose’ by driving them through tar 
and then sawdust, providing a protective layer or ‘shoe’ for 
the long walk. 

Of course, the tar would wear off if the geese had far to 
go - hence the expression ‘you can’t shoe a goose’, meaning 


a futile exercise. However, in Ilchester in Somerset 
in the Middle Ages there were goose cobblers 
[I’m not making this up either] who more 
kindly made little leather goose slippers to 
make the hike more bearable.
